waist  as  struck,  and  probably  due  to  an  unhomogenous 
portion  of  the  original  planchet,  with  a  greater  hardness 
than  the  rest  of  the  blank,  that  prevented  it  from  taking  a 
satisfactory  impression  from  the  dies.

(Feb.  1976)  and  NERCG  3/76:353,  the  latter  despite 
being  called  only  60  and  with  “a  few  unimportant 
marks  at  buffalo’s  head."  By  a  small  margin  finest  of 
the  three  choice  ones  we  have  handled.  Rarer  so  than 
the  more  highly  touted  1921  S  or  1926  S.  (Photo) 

259  1924  S.  Another  Brilliant  frosty  pristine  Unc.,  mint 

lustre  even  on  the  weakly  struck  parts  (bison’s  head, 
hump  and  legs — neither  horn  nor  tail  end  shows). 
About  average  impression  for  this  date,  but  absolutely 
pristine.  Much  rarer  than  the  more  highly  touted  1926 
S,  and  in  recent  years  becoming  recognized  as  such. 
Excellent  match  for  the  Dalton  Family  specimen, 
which  brought  $775  in  December  1975.  (Photo)

golden  toning.

One  for  perfectionist 
date  collectors.  Understandably,  this  came  with  the 
grade  “Superb  gem  BU  MS  65/70  flawless  full  mirror 
surfaces.  ”  (Photo) 

314  1832  Borderline  Uncirculated.  Fully  struck  with  attrac¬ 

tive  toning. 

315  1834.  Irregular  date  (8  high,  3  low);  partly  filled  N.  V-4,

Extremely  Rare  1804  Thirteen  Stars  Dime 

331  1804  Thirteen  stars.  Unevenly  struck  as  usual,  this  has 

some  details  of  hair  and  left  rev.  Fine  or  better, 
remainder  VG  (though  bases  of  date  are  weak  as  are 
tops  of  AMERICA,  and  parts  of  borders  are  blurred); 
smooth  surfaces  consistent  with  Fine  or  better,  with 
only  minimal  handling  marks.  Four  upper  stars  and 
adjacent  cloud  too  weak  to  be  made  out,  as  usual  for 
this  extreme  rarity.  Auction  records  in  the  last  dozen  or 
fifteen  years  are  very  few  and  mostly  refer  to  more 
worn  examples  Publick  1 1:768,  at  $  1 ,300,  was  slightly 
sharper  but  quite  banged  up;  the  Ruby  example  in 
“Gilhousen' ’:263  was  at  most  a  hair’s  breadth  finer 
than  the  present  specimen;  that  in  the  1977  ANA  sale 
was  far  below  it  Possibly  ex  Kensington:564  and/or 
W.H.  Fenn:327,  though  no  pedigree  came  with  this 
piece.  Instances  like  the  present  coin  prove  how  in¬ 
adequate  such  grading  guides  as  ANA's  are  for  uneven 
strikes;  the  blurring  at  tops  of  letters  and  border  would 


require  a  far  lower  grade  than  this  piece  objectively 
has,  which  would  result  only  in  withdrawal  from  the 
auction.

Finer  than  that  in 
our  July  1974  mail  bid  sale;  tied  with  Austin:484.

334  1823/22  small  ‘e’\ as  in  the  1820/22  dates.  Bl-a.  Latedie 

state,  with  slight  rim  break  at  the  10th  star.  Extremely 
Fine  in  sharpness,  but  with  considerable  more  mint 
luster  than  would  warrant.  Traces  of  old  cleaning. 
Definitely  between  EF  and  AU  overall,  and  a  bit 
nearer  to  the  latter.  Very  scarce,  probably  R-4.  and 
undoubtedly  5  or  6  times  rarer  than  the  large  “e" 
varieties.
